JACQUES BFEROUE DISCUSSES ARAB-AFPRICAN RELATIONS

(Text) [Question] Jacques Berque, you have just published a book whose title 
seems to evoke a whole set of problems: "L*Ielam au Defi" [Islam Challenged) 
(Ed. Gallimard, Paris). Under the current circumstances, what does that mean’ 


[Anewer] We are dealing with an obvious fact, the problem of Islam, which as you 
know stretches from Morocco to Indonesia, is professed by hundreds of millions of 
people and is facing formidable problems of modernization. The question facing 
us ie the following: Can Islam become modern while remaining iteelf or must it 
more or less betray itself? 


False Dilemma 


Unfortunately, it is in the form of a dilemma that the problem has been presented 
to most Muslims by the 19th and 20th centuries. This is a presentation as false 
as it is painful because if it were necessary to repudiate oneself in order to 
become modern — and who would hesitate to become modern! — one would have a 
choice between turning in on oneseif rather than conceding anything at all to the 
"adversary" and adopting a modernness that would not be anyone's modernness. 


Just as in the episode of the Cyclops in the "Odyssey," it is “no one” that is the 
prisoner and Islam ie not “no one." It is a historic person of formidable power. 


[Question] Your previous works were more or less aimed at shedding light on 
burning issues such os decolonization. Today, your interest is less topical, more 
cultural, more erudite. 


Arab-African Solidarity 
[Anewer| Actually, there is here a convergence of my research, my life and that 


which is not myself -- that is, the events on the planet taking place around me, 
events to which I can hope to apply my understanding and make my contribution. 

















What in fact is the decolonization we are witnessing, or let us say more modestly, 
the atate of affairea chat haw followed the fall of the classical empires? It is 
the reintegration of the Mualim world into what one can call the Afro-Asian world. 
lc in also the awareness of a solidarity that is possible and that ia unfortunately 
still ineuffieciently lived: between the Mualim world, the African peoples and the 
Asian peoples, Now then, if this solidarity in reborn, it will make it possible 

to rebalance the Muslim world, the Arab world in particular, by giving a new meaning 
to another axis of its personality, the Mediterranean axis. Now then, it visibly 
shares this Mediterranean axis with the Latin peoples. By virtue of the very fact 
that it thus liberates its A*ro-Asian dimension, the Arab nation has the right to 
agree to assume its alienated dimension. Let us not mince words: It was practi- 
cally an ignominious dimension, a synonym for acculturation and adulteration. 


And yet, because this is no longer the case at present, one can imagine an Arab 
world living on these two vical dimensions: the Afro-Asian in the south and the 
Mediterranean in the north. I repeat that this second dimension is at the same 
time a zone of interference between the Arab world and Mediterranean Europe. This 
was somewhat the cherished dream of the Ommiads which they partially realized, 
mainly through the Syria of Moaaoutyya, the Andalusia of those same Ommiads and 
also Sicily. In short, I am speaking about three civilizations that have counted 
in human terms. Syria, Andalusia and Sicily: They cannot be discounted in his- 
tory. They are such high "performances," to use a modern term, that even though 
they come under the banner of Islam, they also count in the general history of 
mankind, 


[Question] Can one not see here a prelude to what is now called the Euro-African, 
Euro-Arab dialogue’? 


[Answer] Euro-Arab dialogue or any other, I do not believe in it because this 

is an attenuated projection softened by the old ratio of forces or the imperial 
ratio, Of course, my reasoning is not a Manichean reasoning. I have always tried, 
even in the blackest days of the anticolonial struggle, to consider negative and 
positive elements of the dif ‘erent regimes and the different times together. 

Having said that much, I believe that we have turned the page and that it is better 
to proceed based on new structures. As you will observe, I bring up the Mediter- 
ranean dimension of an actual historic Arab experience and in a way, I turn it 

into a compensation for that African horizon that is integrated into the North- 
South dialogue in a way that does not satisfy me entirely, for there are many 
investments and a great deal of oil in the background. 


[Question] Is it possible to spell out what you mean by the “African horizon"? 


[Answer] First of all, I condemn the inadequacy of current relations between the 
Arab-Islamic world and the Afro-Asian peoples. It is a question of determining 
the real relations of civilization between African peoples and Arab peoples. 


They are almost nil if one excludes religious relationships or the trace left on 
the map by the old religious brotherhoods. In short, they are archaic memories 
which can feed a progression of Muslim belief over the era of animism, and so on, 
or a rebalancing compared with the progress of Christianity in the same area. 





Nevertheless, | do not see anything therein that comes under modernness, Natur- 
ally, you could reply that Arab policies have tried and continue to try to act on 
African zones: from Egypt, during the time of Nasser, in the direction of the 
Nile; from Libya today, in the direction of Chad. Here again, I reserve my opinion. 
We shall have to wait and see. I believe it is prudent to say that there is here 
quite simply an inadequacy and that these relations are not what they should be, 
Whac are the Arabs for the Africana? What are the Africans for the Arabs? When | 
speak of liberating the Afro-Arian dimension of the Arabs, ' am in fact speaking 
of an effort that is in truth almost not undertaken. As I said at the beginning, 
it ie a procedure that balances what will be done again further north, on the 
Mediterranean fringe of the Arab world and the European world. 


Pocket Colonization 
[Question] Should one see here the will for what you once called a "dispossession"? 


[Answer] We go from dispossession to repossession, This is a dialectical view of 
things. At any rate, I believe that one cannot proceed by euphemisms or hedging. 


We have to look things in the face and fully embrace what is new. As paradoxical 
as it may seem, the Islam of ancient times, the Islam of the pilgramages, the Islam 
of the peregrinations of the religious doctors, between Timbuktu, Mecca and 
Samarkand, was more planetary. It had a world vision, more total than that of the 
chiefs of state today. 


Let us take an example, without trying to criticize or target anyone. Do the chiefs 
of state in the Maghreb consider Africa as anything but a hinterland open to move- 
ment south, movement that resembles the progression, the penetration by the old 
colonial powers? I am afraid that this is nothing but a policy of power and that 
the Africanness of the current Maghreb, whether it masks that of Egypt, Libya or 

the other three Maghrebian countries, is again nothing but a "pocket colonization."

SWAPO, FAPLA SOLDIERS TELL OF CAPTURE BY SOUTH AFRICANS

[Text] "The ‘Boers’ tortured me with electric shocks and knives." 
The speaker is Salomao Moses, 23 years old and a SWAPO guerrilla, 
who managed to escape from the savage fury of the racist minority 
forces of the Pretoria regime. Together with Carlos Manuel, a 
soldier of the FAPLA (Armed Forces for the Popular Liberation of 
Angola), he escaped from the camp at Phalaborwa, and since 27 
February he has been in Mozambique. 


The two men were presented to the national news media Friday night. During the press 
conference we learned what happened to them during the time they were held captive 

by the Boers. It is known that the racist Pretoria regime has taken prisoners in the 
course of its attacks, planning to use the civilians and possibly the soldiers for 
reactionary incursions against South Africa's neighbor states. 


Carlos Manuel, 20 years old, a member of the Border Guard Troops of the People's 
Republic of Angola, was captured by the South African forces on 12 March 1980, when 
he was vacationing with his family in Cuamato, Cunene Province. "I was captured 

and taken to a South African base in northern Namibia, where they set me to hard 
labor.” He added that he was frequently whipped. On 12 August 1980 he was taken to 
a South African military camp near Durban, which he said was called "Ndugundugu." 

He continued to receive the same treatment, meaning hard and humiliating labor, 
accompanied by beatings. 


Carlos Manuel said the camp commander, a certain Captain Powel, behaved like a typical 
racist. There were also two Portuguese, called Miranda and Sousa, at Ndugundugo. 

They commanded about 200 soldiers of UNITA and the FNLA (two reactionary groups that 
operate in the People's Republic of Angola), who were at the camp. 


Asked if he had had any contact with them, the FAPLA soldier said he had been afraid 
to talk to other people for fear of reprisals. On 29 January 1981, he was transferred 
to Phalaborwa, from which he managed to escape. 


Salomao Moses was captured by the invading forces from Namibia on 10 December 1980, 
during an ambush which the SWAPO guerrillas had mounted against the 30ers. "I was 
captured as I was helping two of our comrades who had been wounded. I was unarmed 
at that moment." Moses said he was taken to a prison and the other two guerrillas 
were taken to an unknown location.

MOZAMBIQUE, ANGOLA DETERMINED TO IMPROVE COOPERATION

[Text] Shortly before leaving to return home, Angolan Planning Minister Roberto de 
Almeida gave a brief appraisal of the progress made in cooperation between 
Mozambique and Angola and the resulte obtained in the Second Seasion of the Joint 
Comission on Cooperation between the two countries. 


He bagan by etating: “We have a general cooperation agreement which hase been in 
effect since 1978, and we have held meetings regularly during which we have re- 
viewed our existing collaboration and analyzed the progress achieved as well as 
the difficulties which have prevented that collaboration from being even greater 
from year to year. We conducted thie meeting in the same manner and made a check 
list of all acts of cooperation carried out since the beginning. We ascertained 
that in some areas we can, in effect, achieve a more dynamic degree of cooperation 
between the RPA [People's Republic of Angola] and the RPM [People's Republic of 
Mozambique] ." 


Questioned about present difficulties, the Angolan government official said: "It 
ie true that we perceived a few emall difficulties which have impeded the growth 
of our cooperation; for example, the exchange of delegations between the two 
countries is still weak. We therefore agreed to increase that type of exchange in 
order to enhance our mutual knowkedge and enable our government leaders to share 
their experiences more effectively. Moreover, we learned that communication is 
not always achieved by using the fastest means possible. 


"That is another area requiring attention, and we plan to make a greater effort 
to have a more regular exchange of communication between the delegations, firms 
and any other organizations of the two countries." 


In speaking about the results of the second session, the RPA minister of planning 
said: “Generally speaking, we are pleased with the manner in which the work of 
this session proceeded; moreover, it was conducted in keeping with the spirit of 
brotherhood which exists between our two countries which have engaged in a common 
struggle against the same enemies." 


Later in his speech, Roberto de Almeida stated: “We now realize that this cooper- 
ation must, in fact, take into consideration the fact that the political past of 
our two countries was similar and that this factor is quite important to our two 
peoples. We are pleased with the results obtained and the brotherly reception given 
us during our stay in the RPM."

DECREE ESTABLISHES COUNCIL OF MINISTERS SECRETARIAT 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 24 Mar 861 p 3 
[Text] Presidential Decree No 3/81, 11 February 


Decree No 1/75, of 27 July, defined the functions of the Ministry of State in the 
Presidency as follows: “to assist the president of the republic in the governmental 
activities granted him by the constitution, to deal with general questions of civil 
service” and “to organize services shared by the ministries." 


With the Third FRELIMO Congress and the broad economic and social changes recorded 
in our country, particularly with respect to the formation and consolidation of the 
governing bodies and the respective apparatus under the direction of the party, it 
was decided in 1978 to revise the internal structure of the Ministry of State in the 
Presidency to correspond to the new “'nctions. 


in this context, the support needs che People's Assembly and its Permanent Com- 
mission and of the president of t republic and the Council of Ministers led to the 
creation, within the Ministry of State in the Presidency, of the Secretariat of the 
People's Assembly and Council of Ministers, the National Directorate of State Or- 
ganization and the National Directorate of Cadres and Training. 


Having established the foundations of the popular democratic state and the basic 
structures of the state apparatus to achieve the goals defined to overcome under- 
development in this decade, we have reached a phase of higher requirements for the 
function of government organs, consistent with the Political and Organizational 

Of fensive. 


The level achieved in the sessions of the People's Assembly, the work load of the 
deputies and the activities of the Permanent Commission of the People's Assembly, 
namely, in carrying out the political and organizational offensive, have made it 
necessary to create a specific support apparatus, i.e., Secretariat of the Popular 
Assembly. 


duties of the president of the sepublic in direction of the Council of Ministe: 

activities of the Council of Ministers, and particularly the entry into operatio: 

‘he Council of Ministers executive, necessitated creation of a qualified support 
apparatus, equal to the great responsibilities that fall to the president of the re- 
public and the government in guaranteeing the economic and social development plaine 
for the country in this decade.

The Secretariat of the Counc.] of Ministers is organized in departments, which will 
provide advisory support in che essential areas of activity of the Council of Minis- 
ters, a8 well as follow and wonitor implementation by the estate apparatus of the 
decisions of the president of the republic ead the Council of Ministers and ite 
executive, 


Therefore, as provided in Article 54, ‘ine a), of the constitution, the President 
of the Republic decrees: 


Article 1. The Secretariat of the Council of Ministers is hereby created as the 
organ of support to the president of the republic in his duties in direction of the 
Council of Ministers and its executive. 

Article 2. It is the function of the Secretariat of the Council of Ministers to 
assist the president of the republic, the Council of Ministers and its executive in 
the following areas: 

a. Economic and social. 

b. State organization. 

c. Direction of the local executive organs of government. 

d. Justice. 

e. Cadres. 

f. Supervision and secretarial. 

g. Training of government cadres. 

h. State investigations. 


i. Documentation and information. 


Article 3.1. The Secretariat of the Council of Ministers is directed by the minister 
in the presidency. 


3.2. The minister in the Presidency is directly subordinate to the president of the 
republic — 


3.3. The minister in the presidency is a member of the Council of Ministers. 
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Article 4. The minister of atate in the presidency named in the Decree of Appoint~ 
ment No 1/75, of 1 July, eha.l aseume the function of minister in the presidency, 


Article 5.1. The functions, etyle and work methods and the internal organisation 
of the Secretariat of the Council of Minietere will be established in a specific 
etatute, to be approved by the president of the republic and duly published in the 
BOLETIM DA REPUBLICA, 


5.2. The minister in the presidency shall approve the internal regulations necesser) 
to the function of the Secretariat of the Council of Ministers. 


Article 6. The necessary institutions to achieve the objectives defined in this 
decree may be created within the Secretariat of the Council of Ministers. 


Article 7. The Ministry of State in the Presidency is defunct.

TRALNING COURSES IN LNTERNATLONAL RELATLONS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 16 Mar 81 pp 2-3 


[Excerpts] Two training courses for cadres in international relations were officially 
begun yesterday by Joaquim Alberto Chissano, member of the Permanene Political Com 
mittee and minister of foreign affaires of the People's Republic of Mozambique. The 
ceremony took place in the Language Institute in Maputo. 


The l-year courses will be attended by 34 future cadres, 14 of them at the second 
level and the remaining 21 at the first level, after which the cadres will have 2 years 
of practical training before they enter the next higher levels. 


Speaking at the inaugural ceremony, the Central Committee secretary for foreign re- 
lations placed the training program in the context of the times, and stressed their 
importance in the general framework of the development of our country. 


How does one take the measure of a project such as this one in the area of diplomacy 
or foreign relations? 


The question, which is quiet valid for any sector of activity, especially for sectors 
producing material goods, is also relevant to the area of activity of the Foreign 
Affairs Ministry. In response to it, the minister made the following points. 


"We cannot measure the results of our work in kilograms, tons, hectares or cubic 
meters, because the results of our work do not remain with us. They are spread over 
the achievements in all sectors of activity in the People's Republic of Mozambique. 
For example, we must be familiar with economic planning in our society, so that we 
can create the political conditions abroad, the necessary climate for the development 
of the international cooperation required for the success of ‘he plan." 


To enable the future cadres to acquire the proper training for the tasks they will 
perform, the courses cover three areas: technical-professional, political-ideologi- 
cal and cultural training. 


Explaining the reasons for organizing the courses in this manner, Minister Chissano 
stressed that the ideological training is aimed at creating the New Man, and the 
cultural training is to provide an understanding of our people and the peoples of the 
world. “A cultured man looks at the stars and tried to understand them; he looks at 
the sea and tries to understand it; he looks at a painting and tries to understand 
it; he listens to music and tries to understand it.

TETE DEVELOPMENT, POOR RURAL SOCIALIZATION RESULTS DISCUSSED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 16 Mar 81 p 3 


[Interview with Joao Baptista Cosme, governor of Tete Province, by Fernando 
Goncalves, for AIM [Mozambique News Agency), in Tete, date not given) 


[Excerpts] This is Tete, a city located amid rocky mountains, 
where a dry and suffocating heat portends rain by nightfall... 


In the early hours of the day, along the main arteries of 

the city, people can be seen moving from one side to the 
other. It is the women who are noticeable, carrying children 
on their backs, cane between their lips or run through their 
earlobes. Their hair is cut short. Barefoot, with baskets 
in hand, they are seeking ingredients to cook with in the 

few shops and the single market existing there. 


We interviewed Governor Joao Baptista Cosme in his wor) ‘ng 
office in this city. The interview basically turned on 
iseves of political and economic interest at the province 
level. 


AIM: We have just visited some areas of Tete Province, zones with great potential 
on and under the ground. Despite such potential, the province is still under- 
developed. What are the government's plane for changing this situation? 


Governor: The plan of the provincial government gust to some extent follow the 
plan of the central government. Hence, our attention is primarily directed 
toward insuring the success of projects located in this province which have been 
defined by the central government as important. They are the coal and electri- 
fication projects and the project in Angonia, where a vast agroindustrial complex 
is being created. In addition to producing grains and temperate-climate fruits, 
it will permit expanded production of meat and milk, as well as the establishment 
of light industries to process these products. 


AIM: So far you have discussed plans related to agriculture and some infra- 
structures for the communications system. Could you tell us about plans for the 
industrialization of the province? 





Gevernor: We are thinking firet about bul lding materiale industries, which will 
permit rapid development here. Some of these industries already exist, but we 
muset shape them and make then operable. For example, there ie the production 
of lime, and the ceramics and gravel industries. There are aleo private initia- 
tives to create 4 clothing industry, but they must have government support 
because there is no industry of thie kind in the province yet. 


AIM: The second provincial party conference took place here recently. Could 
you give us 4 general accounting of the 'esues taken up at that meeting which 
could have an effect on the development of the province? 


Governor: In that conference, we concentrated on analyzing party life at the 
province level: in other words, seeing how the party organe have functioned 
since the last conference in 1977. The meeting culminated in the election of 
the new provincial party committee. We concluded that it was necessary to 
atrengthen party organization to take in all levels. We aleo analyzed rural 
collectivization and ascertained that we have not progressed very far. A 
rather etrong effort was made in 1975, but we made many mistakes. 


The major errors in organizing the people in communal villages arose, first, 
because we did not explain the basic principle of the policy of rural collectivi- 
zation. We did not explain that our goal was a new way of life, but that this 
must begin with collective ownership of the means of production. We did not 
make it clear that this process of rural socialization is necessarily lengthy, 
that it begins modestly and gains momentum through the efforte of the peasants. 
We did not explain that, using « spade and an animal-drawn plow, one can gradu- 
ally accumulate the money for a tractor and other more sophisticated equipment 

to use in the future. 


Because of these mistakes, the people thought that collectivization would be 
impossible without machinery. We also made the mistake of not organizing the 
economic base of the communal villages, which is the collective farm. We were 
more concerned with aligning the houses properly. 


As the last item on the agenda, we studied the best way to insure that the 
Central State Plan would be implemented here at the province level. This means 
achieving the production goals set for coal, corn and cotton, and also insuring 
that access roads are in satisfactory condition to facilitate the marketing of 
local products.

LAW ABLDING CITIZENS SHOULD NOT FEAR POLICE SWEEP 


Beira WOTICLAS DA BEIRA in Portuguese 25 Feb 81 p 3 
[Commentary by D.C.: “Sweep, Causes and Effects") 


[Text] Sweep: police action to capture criminale add vagrants. Despite the clear 
meaning of “eweep,"” there ie a tendancy to garble it or misinterpret it. Citizens 
with their papere in order and with a clear conscience have nothing to fear from 
the eweep. The only ones who fear the eweep are those who operate outeide the law, 
who know they have an account to settle with the authorities, thoee who are aware 
they are involved in serious irregularities that would land them in court if they 
were picked up. 


A eweep ie admittedly hareh, as it inevitably must be. For this reason, in the 
city and outekirte of Beira, all the talk ie about the eweep. Each individual 
comments according to hie underetanding of it, and their understanding ignores 
reality. There is almost alwaye a tendency to misinterpret it. Well, because 
people are nearing a state of panic, we took the opportunity offered at a meeting 
with Col Eduardo Silva Nihia, political commissioner of the Central Region, to 
bring up thie joint action (sweep) of the Defense and Security forces command. 





The basic idea stressed by Colonel Nihia is found in the following passage from his 
statement: "We want to establish peace and quiet in this city. We want to combat 
all factors that give rise to instability among the people. We have had problems 
maintaining order in this city ever since independence. The city bears marks of 
the past, characteristic of the type of urban society in what we formerly Northern 
Rhodesia, South Africa and other neighboring countries." 


The vice commander of the Central Military Region added that the purpose of the 
sveep is to root out all the misfits, “because we want the city to live in peace. 
We are not against the public. We want people to be able to move about peacefully 
by night and day, to be able to move about night and day. happily and confidently, 
without fear of banditry or housebreaking, assault, rape and other crimes." 


Colonel Nihia reported that the enemy lives in our buildinge and plans his actions 
there. Young men have been detected who have been called up for obligatory military 
service and who, in most cases deliberately, have not reported to their assigned 
posts. Deserters from the military and police ranks have been detected. They 
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are very quickly recognised by their comrades, who thought they had died or 
disappeared, 


Dieguised infiltratore have been detected in the midet of honest and peaceful 
citizens, moving about the etreete, in restaurante and other locales. The two 
previous eweepe taught us this lesson. This is why Colonel Nihia assured us that 
the current eweep wae thorough. There will be others, because the cause is just 
and everyone wante the benefite of the eweep: it contributes to peace and quiet 
in the city. 


The poeple talk a lot about the sweep and are anxious about where it will take 
place, who will conduct it and why. It ite a reasonable concern, and is even be- 
coming unsettling. The causes and effects are clear, however. My suggestion here 
is that the rank and file party organe in the neighborhoods and work places explain 
the purpose of the eweep: it ise a police action to pick up criminals, vagrante, 
military and police deserters and young men who have evaded compulsory military 
service. In eum, it ie a battle for law, peace, security and well-being.

COLUMN PRAISES NEW TYPE OF COOPERATION WITH WEST

[Text} Economic cooperation requires that the two countries involved view the 
relations in a more just and correct way. It is not without reason that the under- 
developed nations are struggling to establish a new international economic order, 
exhausted as they are by so many years of spoliation., Conducted by most of the 
world's nations, this struggle is exemplified by the stands constantly taken in 

the most varied international forums. 


It is important, however, to stress the position taken by the "Nine" of southern 
Africa during the second meeting for coordination of the development of this 
African zone. A document which was circulated declared that "we reject under- 
development and we do not wish to perpetuate economic domination by foreign powers." 
As an alternative, the following proposal was offered: "There is a way, however, 

to reject this situation of the past. We have the raw materials and you have the 
technology. Let us make a trade. 





Obviously, not all the governments of the foreign powers are prepared for, much 
less interested in, this new type of cooperation, because the underdeveloped 
countries constitute an exceptionally lucrative market for their economies. 
Economic domination means simply that the rich get richer and the poor get poorer. 


Cooperation with certain socialist countries has already demonstrated that it is 
possible to undertake a new type of international relations. One or another 
problem may arise as an obstacle to be surmounted along the way, _ut it is essen- 
tially this type of cooperation which interests the underdeveloped countries, 


Nonetheless, it is not to the interest of the underdeveloped countries to restrict 
the area of cooperation. Seeking to expand that area, and bearing in mind the 
many benefits to be derived, the underdeveloped nations have extended an invitation 
to the foreign powers. Mozambique has said: "Come invest and cooperate with us 

on an equal footing, with mutual advantages." 


If, as a socialist country, Mozambique justifiably prefers to maintain close 
cooperation with other, more developed, socialist countries, it is also a fact 
that cooperation cannot be restricted to this very important zone of humanity. 
"We have the raw materials and you have the technology. Let us make a trade," 
say the "Nine" of southern Africa. 

















In fact, Mozambique has experienced, because it was necessary, fruitful coopera- 
tion with certain countries outside the socialist ephere, notably cooperation 

with the Scandinavian countries, particularly Sweden and Denmark, and relations 
with France (notably the opening of an important line of credit), Italy, Brazil and 
several other Western countries. 


In other words, if Mozambique has benefited from this type of cooperation, these 
other countries have also shared in the advantages, but on equal terme.

COLUMN JUSTIFIES RATIONING AS CLASS OPTION

[Text] Among the current problems affecting the Mozambican people, from Rovuma 
to Maputo, is that of supplies of essential products. The reason for this 
situation is the decline in production and productivity in all the productive 
sectors; domestic production falls short of our needs. To this factor, one can 
legitimately add the natural disasters--drought and floode--that have devastatea 
our country in recent years, with direct effects on production in our state 
companies and in the family sector, which still carries some weight in supplying 
the population, 


Because, as we said, domestic production is not sufficient to feed the entire 
population, our government is obliged to spend large sums in foreign currency to 
import products to meet our daily food needs, and we still do not have enough of 
these foreign exchange reserves to satisfy all our needs. 


It is from this standpoint that we must view the new supply system in effect in 
the city of Maputo. The system provides for a just and equitable distribution of 
what few products we have. In effect, the new sipply system in Maputo, which will 
later be extended to other provincial capitals (starting with Beira and Nampula), 
guarantees that each member of a household will receive a certain number of 
consumer goods at the end of each month, according to the quantities available 

in this period. 


This concern for the equitable distribution of essential goods t. all the people 
reflects a class option. When products are scarce, there are two choices: either 
raise the prices, which benefits those with greater purchasing power, or ration 
the few available products. We have chosen the latter, thus enabling each 
individual to have the items to which he is entitled at the end of each month, 
regardless of his purchasing power. : 
Rationing of essential products is a temporary measure. When we begin to 
produce everything we need to feed our Mozambican population of over 12 million, 
food rationing will cease, 


The new supply system is therefore an incentive to increase production and produc- 
tivity, to meet the goals of the Central State Plan for 1981, and to practice economy. 
It constitutes a means to put an end to preferential treatment and “under the 
counter" deals in the distribution of essential products.

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MOSOPESCA FAILS TO MEET 1980 PRODUCTION PLAN GOALS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 26 Feb 81 p 3 


[Text] The Joint Mozambican-Soviet Fishing Company, Ltd (MOSOPESCA), headquartered 
in Maputo, did not meet the goals of the 1980 plan in either the fishing sector or 
that of the crustaceans. Meanwhile, it should be pointed out that actual produc- 
tion in the fishing sector was 96.2 percent which, to a certain extent, could be 
considered positive. However, in the crustacean sector only 3.75 percent of the 
goal was reached, which can be considered definitely negative. 


The 1980 Production Plan established a production goal of 6,000 tons for fish, at 
a value of 62.05 million meticais, and of 800 tons for shrimp, at a value of 158 
million meticais. Actual production in 1980 was 5,772 tons for fish (96.2 percent 
of the goal set by the plan), with receipts of 59.59 million meticais (96 percent 
of the plan), and 30.1 tons for shrimp (3.75 percent of the goal set by the plan), 
with receipts of 5.84 million meticais (3.6 percent of the plan). 


As reasons for not achieving the goals established for the fishing production plan, 
MOSOPESCA indicates the following: 


l. Loss of 20 days of fishing due to inactivity at various seaports (time not 
properly planned) awaiting supplies (packing material, food, fuel and the like) and 
49 days awaiting the arrival of crews. 


2. Increase in days of travel to fishing areas and detours for different projects 
accounted for the loss of 9 more fishing days. 


Thus, it is estimated that 50 tons of fish were lost due to the above time losses. 


Meanwhile, failure to meet the shrimp production goal was said to be caused by 
failure to deliver four shrimpboats. Two were delivered in June but in an unsatis- 
factory condition and without the normal rigging for navigational and fishing pur- 


poses.

GDR COOPERATION IN TRICK ASSEMBLY, PRODUCTION 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 18 Mar 81 pp 1, 2

[Excerpts] Leipzig, 17 Mar--The People's Republic of Mozambique will begin to pro- 
duce 5-ton trucks before the end of this decade, according to statements made by 

H. Haasse, deputy director of the manufacturing complex which produces IFA vehicles 
in the GDR, 


In the beginning, an assembly line will be installed in Beira, and this is 
acheduled to begin operating within 4 years. At the start of this operation, 
Mozambique will supply seven components locally-—-particularly tires and bodies. 
Local production of components will gradually increase according to the quality 
obtained. 


According to Haasse, it is anticipated that within 10 to 15 years, the People's 
Republic of Mozambique will begin to produce this type of truck in its entirety. 


In addition to this project, there are others relative to the vocational training 
of Mozambican skilled personnel. At present, there are about 300 Mozambicans in 
the GDR specializing in IFA equipment. In May, a center for the training of 
skilled personnel is to open in Maputo. In addition, IFA is planning to install 
assistance and repair shops in Maputo, Quelimane, Tete and Pemba. 


Later, a training center for skilled personnel will be set up in Beira when the 
truck facility is being installed. 


This is the first project of its kind the GDR is undertaking in the form of 
cooperation with the African continent. Negotiations are now underway with the 
government of the People's Republic of Angola for the installation of an assembly 
plant in that country. IFA trucks are now circulating in the southern part of 
the African continent: in Zambia and Angola in addition to Mozambique. There are 
now 3,000 IFA trucks in Mozambique. 


The plant to be set up in Beira will be able to produce 2,000 IFA vehicles per 
year, and this will not only satisfy the domestic market but will leave a sub- 
stantial number available for export.

CONTRACTS SIGNED AT LEIPZIG FAIR

[Text] Leipzig, 17 Mar--This afternoon, GDR Foreign Trade Minister Horst Solle 
and Salomao Munguambe, foreign trade minister of the RPM [People's Republic of 
Mozambique], held conversations in Leipzig.

Signing of Contracts 


Subsequent to the conversations between the two foreign trade ministers, a ceremony 
was held to sign the contracts which had been negotiated since the Leipzig Inter- 
national Fair opened. Representatives of Mozambican companies, importers and ex- 
porters, principally ENACOMC, INTERMECANO, DIMEL [Electrical Equipment Distributing 
Company] and Lousa and Antunes, negotiated with GDR firms for the purchase and sale 
of products. 


One of the contracts calls for Mozambique to furnish the GDR citrines during the 
current year, and another is being negotiated for supplying lumber to the European 
country. 


In addition, contracts were signed for the GDR to supply Mozambique with consumer 
goods, construction machinery, electrical equipment, spare parts, machines, tools 
and textile products. 


According to information received, these are just a few of the many contracts still 
to be signed with various countries for the provisioning necessary to carry out the 
Central State Plan for 1981. The Mozambican delegation, led by Minister Salomao 
Munguambe, will subsquently leave the GDR for the Czechoslovak Socialist Republic.

BULGARIA COOPERATES IN DEVELOPMENT OF METALWORKING PLANT 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 23 Mar 81 p 1 


[Excerpts] Plans are under study for construction in our country of an integrated 
metallurgy and metalworking industrial complex, to produce centrifugal pumps, elec- 
tric motors and forklifts. The project will be carried out with Bulgarian cooperation, 
pursuant to a protocol signed in one of the sessions of the People's Republic of 
Mozambique-People's Republic of Bulgaria Joint Commission. 


The study foresees an annual production of 6,000 centrifugal pumps of various types. 
The plant will be designed to produce 10,000 electric motors per year, also of 
different types and horsepower. Production of forklifts is planned at 600 units. 
All these figures are based on projected needs for the year 1985. 


Important Project 


In addition to supplying the domestic agroindustrial sector, it is felt that this 
equipment can be placed on the foreign market with little difficulty, not only be- 
cause of the advanced technology that will be employed (Bulgaria specializes in 
production of these three types of equipment within CEMA), but also because such 
equipment is not produced in neighboring countries. The complex could become a 
feasible source of foreign exchange for Mozambique through the export of surplus 
production. 


Integration of the three productive activities in a single industrial complex is 
justified in that the basic technology is similar, and it will permit more rational 
use of economic and technical means. 


The undertaking reinforces the political importance of our cooperation with that 
socialist country, a very distinguished partner, and will strengthen the common bonds 
of friendship and cooperation in the development of heavy industry, a decisive area 
for the advance of socialism in Mozambique. 


Integrated in the development programs for the current decade, construction of this 
plant is designed to permit expansion, under technically reasonable conditions, to 
enlarge the area of production over a 10-year period.

ADB MAKES OFFICIAL VISIT, MAKES LOAN TO NATION 
Dakar LE SOLEIL in French 6 Apr 81 p 2 
[Article by Aliou Barry] 


[Text] Willa Mung'Omba, president of the African Development Bank (ADB), :oncluded 
his official visit to our country yesterday. During his stay in Senegal, the presi- 
dent of the ADB met with a number of Senegalese ministers and was received by the 
president and the prime minister. On Friday, Louis Alexandrenne, minister of 
planning and cooperation, hosted a luncheon at the Croix du Sud in honor of Mung’ 
Omba, following which toasts were exchanged, The minister of planning took advan- 
tage of the opportunity to hail the exemplary cooperation between the Pan-African 
financial institution and Senegal. Drawing up a balance sheet of that cooperation, 
Alexandrenne revealed that to date, loans granted to our country by the ADB amount 
to some 14 billion. These loans have made it possible to carry out important pro- 
jects, among which the minister of planning mentioned the Ziguinchor-Cap-Skirring 
road, the Saint-Louis electric powerplant, the Louga-Gnith road, the Kaolack textile 
complex (SOTEXKA (expansion unknown]) and the Dakar water system, The ADB's last 
loan totaled 4.32 billion for Senegal's chemical industries. Alexandrenne empha- 
sized the favorable conditions of the loans under difficult economic circumstances. 


Although sizable, the loans are not sufficient to meet Senegal's needs, Mung'Omba 
said. It was in order to meet these needs that ADB officials decided in 1978 in 
Libreville to open up the bank's capital to non-African countries. The problem of 
opening up the bank's capital was one of the subjects taken up by Mung'Omba with 
Senegalese authorities. Negotiations on the matter are nearly completed, said the 
president of the ADB. As for the Second African Development Fund. it is coming to 
an end. Negotiations to set up the Third African Development Fund are also being 
concluded. A final meeting is scheduled in Lome in order to determine what contri- 
butions are to be made by the different nations. For the time being, the amount of 
$2.1 billion has been set. 


During the press conference he granted Friday afternoon at the Ministry of Planning 
and Cooperation, Mung'Omba showed concern over the attitude of the new American 
administration with respect cto multilateral aid. It will be recalled that the 
Reagan administration now wants to enter into direct discussions with nations for 
aid to development, thereby giving up, or at least reducing, contributions to 
international finance organizations.

(Commentary by Willem de Klerk: “Nevertheless Our People--In Spite of Politics") 


(Excerpt) We certainly differ from the HNP ([Refounded National Party) about cer- 
tain basic matters. 


DIE TRANSVALER adopted a consistent viewpoint in regard to various political ques- 
tions long ago. 


Even when certain policies were not yet fashionable with the NP [National Party], 
when the present political leaders were still weighing the pros and cons and were 
even vehemently opposed to the political views which have meanwhile become policy, 
when the Cape Province NP newspapers were still hesitant...even then we took a 
standpoint which hes meanwhile gained greater acceptance. 


That standpoint rejected every tendency to proceed in the HNP direction. 


At the same time, however, we consistently maintained that the Afrikaner should 
not be shouted down. We should be able to reason with each other calmly--be the 
language ever so sharp. 


Those who found a home with the HNP, or those who are wanderers and try to affili- 
ate with all kinds of splinter groups, or those who find no rest within the NP, 
however, remain our people. 


The basic objection to Jaap Marais’ argumentation should be seen against the ba 
ground of the responsible rules for South African politics. These rules are th. 
following, inter alia: 


1. That our politics shovld serve the interests of the whites and of all the 
peoples in South Africa and should consistently take into consideration the situ: 
ation, needs and development of our multinational community. 


. That our politics should have no scacially disturbing attitude, for bringing 
ite and blacks into confrontation would undermine our country’ inte: 


That our politics should maintain the high standard of skill and insight, 
ours is at present one of the most complicated political situations in the wor! 





In the laght of all of this we have to reject tie HNP (views). 


1. They prompt a violent white-black clash with all of its dreadful consequences. 
In this way they would plunce South Africa into a struggle in which it would stand 
alone, a struggle which would end in a humiliating, batterea surrender of this 
country and its people to foreign powers. 


2. They are completely insensitive to the great powers on the political scene in 
the 1980's. They blunder in regard to the international situation; they fail to 
understand black nationalism; they fail to see the common interests which require 
common structures; they ignore the laws of development, labor and economy; they 
squander every chance for survival, coexistence and maintenance of freedom and 
identity. 


3. The fact that they can offer no formulation of policy deprives them of the 
status of a political party. 


4. It is a policy of fright, of negative nationalism which derives strength from 
a campaign against our situation instead of overcoming the situation. 


There is still more which might be said about the views of Jaap Marais. We will 
come back to that.

TRANSVALER, explains the reason for these talks. He also sums 

up the basic objection to Mr. Marais; argumentation. 


[Question] How would you define our South African nation as to content? Whom do 
you include and whom do you exclude? 


[Answer] The definition of a nation is not an arbitrary thing; to a large extent 
it is determined by history. In South Africa a white Afrikaner nation came into 
being out of the crucible of history, a nation with a white origin and a language 
and a view of life rooted in Africa. This Afrikaner nation constitutes the core 
of the larger white population; our nationhood is not yet complete; there is still 
a large part of the white population which is in suspension, as in a chemical 
solution, but which, in the crisis in which the white population is now involved, 
will increasingly crystallize out with the Afrikaner core. 


[Question] Where do you place the Coloreds and the Indians? 


[Answer] The line of separation has been drawn by history here too. Our ancest: 
limited our nationhood as to race and color, and it is simply a fact that a person 
is not born as a solitary individual but is bound up with his family, people and 


race. 


[Question] You exclude both the Coloreds and the Indians from our nation, but 
what kind of political arrangements will you then provide for them? 


[Answer] As far as the Coloreds are concerned, we believe that their identity 
should be coupled with a certain territory, and, whether you call it a homeland or 
not, the Coloreds cannot be included with the blacks, the Indians or the whites. 








The location of such a homeland can be discusse) There are more than two million 
hectares which are legally labeled Colored territory, which are rich in minerals 
and within irrigation distance of the Orange River. The fact is that even in the 
presidential council the Coloreds want identification with the whites only on con- 
dition that the blacks aleo be incluced, 


As far as the Indians are concerned, they have never yet Gemonstrated the measure 
of patriotism toward South Africa which would give them a claim to full citizen- 
ship. During the 1950's and 1960's their policy was aimed at creating the greatest 
hostility toward South Africa by means of India. We think they can be given auton- 
omy within their group areas, but if they should get a homeland with a great degree 
of independence, this will probably lead to a flow of Indian immigrants to South 
Africa which would entail impossible consequences. 


[Question] In other words, you regard the Coloreds and Indians as always subor- 
dinate to the white nation? 


[Answer] No. As far as the Coloreds are concerned, they can have political de- 
velopment which may lead to independence within their own territory; but as far as 
the Indians are concerned this is not the case. 


[Question] Will you then shift more than a million Coloreds to their homeland? 


[Answer] No. Just as the homeland policy of the National Party in regard to the 
blacks did not involve physical, forceful displacement of people, the policy with 
regarc to the Coloreds would come down to the same thing. A policy of economic 
decentralization and development and the creation of social and cultural facilities 
within such an area can serve to increase its attractiveness considerably, and laws 
can be put into operation which may bring about a spontaneous movement. 


[Question] What political arrangements would you make with the blacks? 


{Answer} I should say first of all that they would of course obviously be ex- 
cluded from our nation. Our view in regard to the blacks does not differ at all 
from that of the National Party, from the time of General Hertzog to that of Dr. 
Verwoerd. The black peoples have their various territories which they have tra- 
ditionally inhabitec and we are ready to recognize these as their homelands. As 
far as consolidation is concerned, we stand by the 1936 law. We do not believe 
that constant concession of more land will solve the problem; and this is further- 
more a very dangerous point of departure, for if it is once accepted that white 
towns such as Mafeking and King William's Town should be incorporated with black 
states, this would create a precedent which would bring about considerable tension 
and uncertainty among the whites and which might lead to unjustified expectations 
among the black leaders. 


[Question] How do you regard the relations between the national states and us, 
and what would be the situation of the urban blacks under your policy? 


[Answer] The national states such as the Transkei, Sophuthatswana and Venda are 
about 80 percent dependent on South Africa for their incomes, and probably to the 
same extent for their food supply. Accordingly the measure of independence which 








they enjoy is still essentially limited, This is our basic objection to the idea 
ot a so-called constellation or confederation in South Africa, because this would 
be used as 4 basis for making increasingly greater demands on South Africa, more 

or less as the black states of Africa use the United Nations. “Urban blacks" is 

of course merely a convenient term which is used to give a certain geographic con- 
notation to certain people, but politically and ethnologically it has little mean~ 
ing. The Khosa of the black villages in the white area is just as much a Khosa as 
the one of the Transkei, and there is as little difference between them as there ° 
between an urban and a rural Afrikaner. The blacks in the city cannot be accepte. 
as part of South Africa's permanent population, a part which acquires a claim to 


citizenship and political rights, depending on the length of their stay in white

POWER STATION SABOTAGED BY LIMPET MINES 

Transformer Damage

[Excerpts] Durban.--At least two, but possibly more, limpet mines of Russian ori- 
gin exploded at the Durban South electricity supply sub-station early yesterday 
morning, damaging two transformers. 


The sub-station is situated about 15 km from the heart of Durban near the main 
South Coast road and also near the large Black township of Lamontville. 


Security Branch officers said the saboteurs must have kept the sub-station under 
surveillance for a considerable time before deciding to plant the mines. 


They must also have had knowledge that it was a key sub-station supplying power 
to one of Natal's biggest industrial areas, Prospecton-Mobeni. 


The sub-station is well fenced in but it is believed the attackers cut through 

the wires and laid the mines under cover of darkness. Two watchmen constantly 
guard the premises but yesterday said they had not seen anybody suspicious near the 
sub-station in the last few days. 


Durban's fire chief, Mr Stan Smith, said that one of the major problems which had 
faced his men in fighting the fire which followed the blasts, and containing it, 
was that there had been a tremendous amount of oil on parts of the sub-station and 
surrounding areas. 


He was not optimistic that it would be repaired and functioning within the next 
four months.

NUTICLAS: The South African Government is aware that the struggle in South Africa 
has feached such proportions that it cannot ignore the possibility of a change. jiow 
dou you view the rift within the National Party between those who favor a "liberal- 
ization” of the system and those who favor the perpetuation of apartheid? 


Diamini: The disagreements among the various groupe in the government are not basic, 
because they have to do with finding a way, under the present conditions, to pery 
the exploitation of the black workers, It is a matter of finding a way to main:

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STUDY DISCUSSES PROSPECTS FOR CONSTELLA, 1ON, RIVAL GROUI

(“Perspective” Column": "Checkmate in Southern Africa?"] 


Text] The Southern African Constallation of States, the prospect of which was 
held out by Prime Minister P. W. Botha, had barely entered the planning stage when 
other states in southern Africa came with the idea of a countermovement, a Southern 
African Devel mt-Coordinating Council. In a study just published by Dr. Deon 
Geldernnuys of tne South African Institute for International Affairs, the two state 
groupings are compared and the question is asked whether these developments will 
not lead to a new regional checkmate. A summary of the study follows. 


ne of the characteristics of the Southern African scene in the 1980's is the ex- 
istence of two separate state groupings in the area. On the one hand there is the 
Seuth African initiated KONSAsS (Constellation of Southern African States), consist- 
ing of the Republic and the three former homelands having become independent. 


Om the other hand there are nine black states, all members of the OAU, which have 
teamed up for the establishment of SADEC (Southern A‘rican Development-Coordinat- 
ing Council). 


A question which comes up is what effect a “constellation” and a “counterconstella- 
tion” may have on future peace and stability in southern Africa. 

In its original presentation the constellation was remarkably ambitious and even 
trandiose. The concept was based on a set of suppositions which, however, did not 
fully recognize the depth of the political and ideological division between South 
Africa and internationally recognized biack states. 


ine result was that South Africa had to modify its constellation plan, which has 
ow actually become a formula for reforming relations between the republic and its 
ormer homelands or the economic, political and military levels.

Tre ambitious idea of a regional constellation, comprehensive as far ar members 

and areas of formal] cooperation co, nevertheless rerains a part of Pretoria‘’s long- 
term ideal, althouch this is increasingly beginnine to look like an unattainable 
irean. 








It is aceordingly improbable that South Africa will be able to bring about a 
favorable egional environment by means of a regional constellation of from 7 to 
LO states, The “bulwark against communism,” as P. W. Botha reportedly envisage 
the constellation, will inevitably be on a more modest scale than was originally 
hoped, [and will be one) consisting of South Africa, its former homelands and th. 
vague possibility of Namibia as an additional member. Undoubtedly official cir- 
cles were disappointed, for Pretoria was definitely convinced that a regional 
constellation would improve the republic's relations with black African stater 1: 
general, and that this could offer a key to better foreign relations along a hr 
front. 


The Origin of SADEC should be seen against the background of the cold economic * 

which black southern African states have with South Africa. In most of the cas 

this is a relationship of dependence, and it is only in a few instances that o: 
an speak of economic interdependence. 


In the main there are three important areas of economic interaction between the 
involved black states and South Africa, namely trade, transportation and labor. 
7ne degree of dependence reflects the black states' individual economic weaknes 

in relation to South Africa, and this led them to realize that the best way to re- 
inforce their varicus economies would be to pool their limited resources and 
efforts. 


In addition noneconomic donsiderations also played an important role in the

The existence of KONSAS and SADEC, however, does not necessarily increase the 
contlict-peotential of the region, because there are various potential interstate 
and intrastate sources in southern Africa which exist completely independently of 
the two groupings. In some respects the development of KONSAS and SADEC actually 
led to a kind of checkmate situation, which curtails the opportunity for violent 
conflict. 


This checkmate, however, does not pertain to the military sphere, in which South 
Africa is undoubtedly stroncer than the joint military power of all of the SADEC 
count ries ° 


There is no economic checkmate either, in the sense that SADEC and KONSAS would be 
approximately equelly strong. 


The checkmate comes to manifestation primarily in the improbability that either of 
the groupings can expand its membership (except that Zaire and Namibia may join 
“ADEC and that future independent homelands may join KONSAS). A further checkmate 
exists in SADEC's impotence to contribute in any meaningful way to what they would 
call the “liberation of South Africa," by means of the overthrow of the present 
political order. 


In this regard KONSMAS has a much better chance to bring about meaningful political 
change within Sout); Africa by serving as an instrument for internal political re- 
structuring, which could begin with a confederation.

LARGEST GOLD MINE FORMED BY MERGER 
Johannesburg THE CITIZEN in English 22 Apr 81 pp l, 2

Text} A new super gold mine, the largest in the world, with a market capital) 
sation in excess of R3 000-million at prevailing stock exchange prices, was an- 
nounced yesterday by the chairman of Gold Fields of South Africa, Mr Robin Plum 
bridge. 


The new mine, a merger of the existing East Driefontein and West Driefontein gold 
mines and the acquisition of a new mining lease over North Driefontein, adjoining 
the lease area of the other two mines, will be able to produce 80 000 kg of gold 
annually. This will provide annual revenue of more than Rl 000-million and an 
innual working profit of about R880-million. 


The new super mine will have a milling rate of 5,/-million tons of ore a year, 
while the average grade of the ore is estimated at 14,3 grams a ton. This not 
only makes it the biggest gold mine in the world but also one of the richest. 


Explaining the reasons for the merger, instead of developing the three mines as 
individual entities, Mr Plumbridge said: "Financial studies, within a range of 
yold prices and cost inflation rates which may be reasonably expected, have show 
that the merged operation should produce a stream of distributable earnings wit. 
a present value significantly higher than that of the sum of the earnings of the 
three mines together. "One of the biggest benefits will be the cost savings, 
pecially on the infra structure. 


hy merging the mining titles of the three iease areas, the combined milling rate 
can be increased immediately to 475 000 tons a month. In addition, the removal o' 
inter-mine boundary pillars--which would not have been possible if the three 

mines were developed separately will provide an estimated 28 000 kg of gold worth 
R350-million at current prevailing prices.

BOMBING, KIDNAPPING OF REPUGERS AWAKENS FEARS

[Text] House owners in the southern African region are now reluctant to lease 
their premises to refugees for fear of bomb blaste and kidnappings, the Deputy 
Prime Minieter, Senator Ben Neibandse told the international conference on aseir- 
tance to refugees in Africa held in Geneva last week. 


Senator Neibandse eaid the situation in the southern African region wae increa- 
singly becoming explosive. He said unlese meaningful political and economic 
changes were made by those countries whose systems of government churn out large 
numbers of refugees an increasing tide of refugees flooding countries in the re- 
gion ie imminent. 


Some countries in the region, he eaid, have been heavily infiltrated and they have 
had bomb blasts and even kidnappings 411 directed at these fleeing people. 


“The very presence of refugees in our midet has provoked attacks from those pur - 
suing them with resulting damage and lose of life and property,” he told the 
conference. 


Nationals of countries in the region, Senator Neibandze said no longer felt safe 
if they have refugees as neighbours. 


"Similarly house owners are now reluctant to lease their premises to refugees for 
fear of bomb blasts and kidnappings. 


"The refugees therselves feel extremely insecure, and it is for these reasons ().: 
my delegation would like to appeal to our brothers who are further removed fros 
this pressure, to assist in taking and providing shelter for our displaced brothers 
and sisters,” he said. 


This, he said would provide tremendous relief to the countries of first asylum. 


The Deputy Prime Minister said his delegation believed that it would considerab' 
reduce the numbers of refugees if each United Nations member could consider gr nt- 
ing ammesty to those of ite nationals who were presently refugees in other coun- 
tries and who may be desirous to return to their country of origin. 


He told the conference that the situation was fast approaching a level where evoo 
the very commendable efforts of the United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees 
would be tnadequate to cope with the -)‘ ht °° these displaced people.

Our countries have had to contend with increasing numbers of our people fleeing 
these areas to seek refugee in neighbouring independent African states," he told 
the conference. 


It ie the denial of the basic human rights such as equality that has led to the 
large numbers of people having to sacrifice and leave behind their families and 
friends, he said.

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JOINT TANZANIAN-YUGOSLAV COMMUNIQUE ISSUED

(Text) Tanzania and Yugoslavia have stressed the need and usefulness of develop- 
ing closer cooperation between social and political organisations in the two Non- 
aligned countries. 


This follows official talks in Dar es Salaam between President Nyerere and the | 
President of the Yugoslavia, Ndugu Cvijetin Mijatovic. Ndugu Mijatovic, who had 
been on a visit to Tanzania since last Sunday had talks with Mwalimu on Monday | 
morning and another round later yesterday afternoon. 


A joint communique issued in Dar es Salaam last night said the two Presidents con- 
cluded with satisfaction that all conditions existed for the further strengthening 
and comprehensive development of mutual co-operation. 


The communique said during the talks, special attention was paid to the 
strengthening and broadening of all forms of economic co-operation. 





"The two sides supported the initiatives of economic organisations in this domain, 
and pointed out the need for having the Joint Commission for Economic and Scien- 
tific-Technical Co-operation and the competent authorities of the two governments 
undertake concrete measures to that end". 


On international issues, the joint communique said the two Presidents also dis - 
cussed developments in Southern Africa. They noted that despite concerted efforts 
made by the Frontline States for a negotiated settlement over Namibia, the path to 
a negotiated solution continued to be blocked by the racist South Africa. 





The two sides called upon the international community to exert pressure on South 
Africa to implement the UN Plan for Namibian independence. 


"To this end, they recalled the particular responsibility of the United States, 
the United Kingdom, France, Canada and the Federal Republic of Germany--members of 
the Western contact group of five--who are the original authors of the plan", 
according to the communique. 


The two Presidents also appealed to the international community to render effective 
moral, material and diplomatic support to enable the South West Africa People's 
Organisation to intensify the struggle in all fronts. 
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Mwalimu and Ndugu Mijatovic pointed out the need for a struggle against imperial- 
iam, colonialiam, neo colonialism, hegemony, raciem and all other foreign domina- 
ticn because they threatened the independence, sovereignity and development of 
peoples and countries, endangering peace and security in the world, 


"The two sides reiterated the commitment of their countries to the policy of non- 
alignment and underscored the great importance which the Non-aligned Movement, as 
® political and moral force, has in resolving international political and economic 
problems and in the democratization of international relations." 


The two presidents expressed concern at the disputes and conflicts between some of 
the Non-aligned countries. They pointed out the need of resolving them through 
negotiations. 


Mwalimu accepted an invitation to visit Yugoslavia at a later date.

UZ STUDENTS HOLD .RINCIPAL KOSTAGE 
Three Held for » Hours 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 14 Apr 81 p 1 


[Text] The Principal of the University of Zimbabwe, Professor L. J. Lewis, and 
two of his senior staff members were held hostage for almost five hours on the cam- 
pus yesterday by workers anc students demanding that the director of accommoda- 
tion and catering services be fired. 





Professor Lewis, his vice-principal, Mr Geoffrey Bond, and the university's regis- 
trar, Mr Robert Blair, wer released yesterday evening after the intervention of 
the Deputy Minister of Education, Senator Joseph Culverwell. 


Riot police stood by in the afternoon after Professor Lewis had failed to persuade 
the students and workers that he would investigate their grievances. 


The trouble started just before breakfast yesterday when university workers went 
on strike in support of a petition signed by about 500 students in which they 
called for the sacking of the catering and accommodation official. 


After the strike had been called, students gathered outside the library where 
they were met just before lunch by Professor Lewis. 


Later the meeting moved to outsiue the university chapel where the principal was 
taken hostage by students who formed a tight circle around him and Mr Blair and 
later Professor Bond. 





"They are our hostages now," the president of the Students’ Representative Council, 
Mr Clifford Mashiri, told about 1 000 students. 


Students, who had not eaten breakfast because of the catering strike, shouted 
support of the workers’ demands. 


They rejected Professor Lewis's promise to look into allegations against the offi- 
cer and demanded he meet the workers’ committee immediately. 


Outside the chapel Professor Lewis said he would consider "the facts and figures" 
of any workers’ grievances, but he was not empowered to expel an employee without 
agreement by the University Council. 
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He promised tc suspend the official while he personally investigated the allega- 
tions with the help of three members of the workers' committee and three from the 
SRC, 


The peaceful gathe: ing of students and workers rejected the principal's pledge on 
the grounds that the university administration was covering for a white employee. 


And they refused to let the "hostages" go until Professor 'ewis had assured them 
of the employee's immediate dismissal. 


"We are holding hostages here because they are refusing to fire a racist," said 
Mr Mashiri. 


At one stage in the afternoon, when there was no progress in the meeting, Profes- 
sor Lewis sat down on the ground and declined a loaf of bread and minerals from 
the SRC. 

"We must feed our hostages," Mr Mashiri said. 

The gathering dispersed at sundown with the arrival of Senator Culverweli. He 
promised the crowd he would receive a report on the official from the principal 
and report back within 24 hours. 


He appealed to workers to go back and he promised to talk to them about "rank 
injustices and anomalies which existed in their pay and [text missing] conditions. 


In response [word missing] demand by Mr Mashiri, Senator Culverwell said he would 
ask his Ministry if the students could be reimbursed for the breakfast, lunch and 
dinner they had missed yesterday. 
The crowd dispersed peacefully.

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EXPERTS PREDICT FCONOMIC DOWNTURN

[Text] Three economic reviews, published by leading banks, have predicted a 
downturn in Zimbabwe's economy in 1981. 


The three reports, from Rhobank, Standard Bank and the RAL Merchant Bank, reflect 
the growing pessiniem within the country's financial community that, after record- 
ing a real growth rate of about 7% in 1980, the economy will slow down considerably 
in 1981. 


"The threat now looms large that, following a natural bouncing back after the end 
of the war and sanctions, the economy may again enter a period of weak growth and 
decline," said the Standard Bank Review. 


"Much of last year's performance was atrributed to special advantages rather than 
long-term growth factors. A number of indicators remain strongly positive, but 
these are beginning to be outweighed by an array of negative signs." 


In the manufacturing sector, all three reviews agreed that growth, after reaching 
14,97 in 1980, would be constrained by factors such as lack of foreign currency to 
buy plant and raw materials, increased wages, falling productivity and many indus- 
tries reaching the limit of their growth without major capital investment. Trans- 
portation problems, already very serious, would be further aggravated by this 
year's bumper maize crop. Consumer spending was also continuing unabated, and 
there already was a shortage of certain locally-made goods, creating a classic in- 
flationary situation. 


Mining 


The mining sector, particularly, was being adversely affected by falling world de- 
mand and prices, os well as by increasing costs and transportation difficulties. 
The Government's intention to set up a mineral marketing authority would probably 
aggravate the situation, said the Rhobank review. 


Chrome had been particularly badly hit. According to the RAL review, Zimbabwe's 
chrome was now more expensive than chrome produced in other countries and could only 
be mined at a loss. Although the situation might improve with an upturn in the 
world economy and strategic stockpiling by the United States, local producers are 
worried that this could be cancelled by higher electricity charges, transport 

costs and further increases in the minimum wage. 
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Agriculture 


/erteulture was probably the only bright spot, with a bumper maize crop expected in 
1981. Here again, however, there would be problems with transportation, There 
wae aleo a real danger that the country might not be able to meet the local demand 
for wheat. Importing wheat would put an additional strain on the country's for- 
eign-exchange reacrves. 


Emigration was a continuing problem. The RAL report gives a detailed breakdown 

of emigration patterns which shows that the economically-active population between 
the ages of 20 anc 39 was the most affected. There was a net loss of 10 833 peo- 
ple in 1980, the highest figure in 17 years. 


Inflation was getting increasingly out of control. The inflationary pressure was 
being aggravated by Government spending. The Rhobank review said official esti- 

mates put the inflation rate of 15% in 1981, but it could well go even higher if 

Government spending was not curbed. 


The Standard Bank review was even more pessimistic, predicting that inflation 
could top 20% this year. The review also described what it termed the "decline 
in national housekeeping"--Government spending. It added, however, that the Gov- 
ernment's ambitious plans could come up against the limits of the construction 
industry.

I really couldn't believe that we had been sent a letter through the 
post, quite simply deporting my husband. "My husband is a geologist in the gold 
mining industry, « vitally important industry for this country. "It even said in 
the letter that we would not be given reasons for the deportation, neither would 
we be granted an interview to ask why,” she said. Government sources said over the 
weekend a new tougher immigration policy was being adopted. The policy is aimed 
at having Zimbabweans filling skilled vacancies within the country to avoid re- 
cruiting from abroad said the source.
